MICHIGAN LIQUOR LICENSE A TAX. 

Again we are furnished with eminent judi- 
cial authority that what are called ‘‘ liquor- 
license laws are simply taz laws, and hence 
do not confer any special privileges not pre- 
viously enjoyed or available in the absence of 
the tax laws. This time the dictum comes 
from the Supreme Court of Michigan. One 
of the license laws of that State imposes 
an annual tax of $300 for the sale of spirituous 
liquors and $100 for the sale of malt liquors. 
This tax was recently contested on several 
grounds, and among others because the 
statute was passed at a time when the State 
Constitution prohibited the licensing of the 
liquor traffic.

A pamphiet has recently been published 
by Dr. John Bilis in which he discusses the 
deterioration of the Puritan stock in New 
England and .its causes. His statisties are 
suggestive. They embrace the period from 
1876 to 1881, and show that during these six 
years the deaths among native Americans in 
Massachusetts exceetled the births by 29,796, 
while among .the foreign-born population 
births exceeded deaths by 87,824. From 
these figures he deduces the conclusion that 
“the foreign-born inhabitants of .Massa- 
chusetts, numbering less than one-fourth the 
population of the State, gave birth to more 
than one-half of the children born in the 
State.” It will be remembered that Mr. Ben- 
jamin F. Butier, after his defeat for Gov- 
ernor last fall, gave expression to the same 
idea in another form by consoling himself 
that Massachusetts would soon be a Demo- 
cratic State, as Yankee mothers could not 
compete with Irish mothers in swelling the 
population.

The strike was made some time ago, but owing 
to the Mount Pisgah fiasco the matter was 
not made public. Assays from the strikes 
made by minmg experts who can be relied 
upon show 20 to 25 per cent of copper, 9 to 900 
ounces in silver, and from 80 to 70 per cent in 
lead. 

A PROTEST FROM WOOL-GROWERS. 

Denver, Colo,, May 5,—A strong protest was 
forwarded today to Senator Hill against a por- 
tion ot the new Converse bill admitting carpet- 
wool free of duty. It represents that all wools 
of that character grown in the United States 
are raised in a section of which Cotorado is 
the centre, and the result of the free admission 
of this class of wools would be the impoverish- 
ment of thousands of sheep-owners and the ex- 
termination of their flocks. The action of Rep- 


resentative Converse is regarded as in the in- 
terest of Ohio growers. 


THREE TIMES CONVICTED. 

FRED HOPT AGAIN FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER. 

Sat Lan City, Utah, May 5.—Fred Hopt, 
alias Welcome, on trial seven days for a mur- 
der committed July 3, 1880, was found guilty in 
the first degree. This ia his third conviction. 
An appeal was carried to the Supreme Court of 
the United States twice and new trials ordered. 
The trial caused more excitement than any 
other ever heid in this city. The officers had 
to use precaution to prevent lynching. When 
the verdict was rendered the crowd was barred 
outof the courtroom. Five hundred men 
were in front at the time. The father of 
Hopt's victim, John W. Turner, Sheriff of 
Utah County, dispersed the crowd by m a 
speech asking them to abide by me law. 
United States Marshal captured a long rope 
from a negro who was secreting it in the build- 
ing ready for the crowd.
